Scores  are  enrolling  in  Seminary 
Extension  Centers  throughout  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  area. 
Successful  efforts  have  been  reg¬ 
istered  in  such  areas  as  San  An¬ 
tonio,  Texas,  Tulsa,  Oklahoma  and 
Abbeville,  South  Carolina  and 
also  in  smaller  communities  like 
Murphy  and  North  Wilkesboro, 
North  Carolina.  A  negro  center 
has  been  opened  in  Tampa,  Flori¬ 
da  and  group  centers  have  been 
started  in  churches  in  Florida  and 
Indiana.  Extension  centers  have 
been  promoted  cautiously  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  college  centers 
are  established  in  several  states. 

The  Department  offers  two 
plans  for  extension.  The  first 
plan  is  called  group  study.  In  this 
plan  the  students  study  togethtr 
under  the  leadership  of  a  teacher 
but  are  related  to  the  Department 
as  correspondence  students.  This 
plan  Is  especially  adaptable  to 
churches  or  study  groups  within 
the  church.

Usual  I 
ly  the  center  is  operated  by  one  or 
more  associations  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  one  of  the  pastors  or  the 
associations!  missionary.  Classes 
meet  weekly  and  at  night  usually 
(but  not  always),  under  favorable 
teaching  conditions  and  with  cap¬ 
able  teachers. 

The  same  courses  which  are  of¬ 
fered  by  correspondence  are  of¬ 
fered  through  extension  centers — 
seven  Bible  courses,  Evangelism, 
Missions,  Preaching,  Theology, 
(two  courses),  three  courses  in 
Religious  Education  and  Church 
History. 

Wider  use  of  the  Department  is 
expected  during  its  second  year 
Additional  courses  in  vat  ions 
fields  of  seminary  study  are  in 
process  of  development. 

The  Seminary  Extension  Depart 
ment  has  seen  its  work  grow  to 
the  extent  that  now  the  texts  and 
study  guides  are  translated  into 
other  languages  and  used  by  the 
missionaries  in  several  countries

of  his  followers,  they  too  would  stand 
condemned.  What  better  company  could 
I  seek  than  theirs  for  my  "bigoted” 
stand? 

According  to  the  definition  of  a  bigot, 
my  Saviour  was  a  bigot,  with  regard  to 
ms  church.  He  said  ”1  will  build  MY 
church”  and  He  immediately  placed  out¬ 
side  the  pale  any  group  that  called  It¬ 
self  a  church  (or  denomination)  that 
had  another  organizer  or  founder,  let 
history  speak  and  we  find  many  such. 
The  church  which  I  left  was  organised 
by  Henry  the  Eighth  when  he  sought  a 
divorce  from  Catherine  of  Aragon  in 
order  to  marry  Anne  Boleyn.  Luther  waa 
the  founder  of  the  Lutheran  “church," 
Wesley  of  the  Methodists,  Campbell  a t 
the  group  who  will  not  own  hii  name, 
but  seek  to  arrogate  other  names  In 
themselves.  To  be  a  New  Testament 
church,  it  must  have  all  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  set  forth  m  the  New  Testament — 
there  can  be  but  one— not  many,  not 
branches,  nor  is  it  invisible. 

Paul  would  be  a  “bigot”  under  this 
definition.  Read  the  first  chapter  of 
Galatians,  where  be  said  (1:8)  “But 
though  we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven, 
preach  any  other  gospel  unto  you  than 
that  which  we  have  preached  unto  you, 
let  him  be  accursed.”  That's  rugged 
talk,  indeed,  and  Pm  sure  that  if  ho 
were  here  today  and  uttered  such  a 
statement  before  some  theologians  (?) 
they  would  certainly  brand  him  a  bigot. 
But  Paul'  reminded  us  that  it  was  not  his 
gospel,  but  K  waa  received  by  divine 
revelation.  I’D  move  over  Paul,  and 
save  a  seat  for  John  the  beloved.  Listen 
to  what  he  wrote:  (2  Jno.  10)  “If  them 
come  any  unto  you  and  bring  not  this 
doctrine  (the  doctrine  of  Christ)  receive 
him  not  into  your  house  neither  bid  him 
Godspeed.”  True,  he  was  troubled  by 
the  Gnostics  of  his  day,  bq$  he  certainly 
is  decidedly  frank,  to  say  the  least.  And 
he  does  n of  hestiate  to  condemn  falsa 
doctrine. 

I  suppose  I  am  a  bigot,  brethen,  but 
strange  as  it  may  seem,  I  do  not  feel 
in  the  least  ashamed  of  my  conviction* 
and  beliefs,  and  my  head  is  still  'un¬ 
bowed  If  Paul  and  John  were  bigots, 
then  God  give  us  more  “bigots.”

Messengers  Should 
Report  To  Church 
Upon  Their  Return 

One  of  the  purpose*  of  a  pas¬ 
tor’s  attendance  upon  the  State 
Convention  is  that  of  returning  to 
his  church  or  church  field  and 


Southern  Baptist  Church  when  I  studied 
my  Bible,  church  history  and  church  doc¬ 
trine.  I  was  a  blind  member  of  another 
denomination,  and  all  my  forebears  on 
both  sides  of  the  family  were,  and  are, 
members  of  this  group  as  far  back  aa  our 
records  go.  As  a  child,  I  was  brought 
into  that  church,  and  remained  a  mem¬ 
ber  until  I  was  a  mature  man.  I  was  a 
blind  member,  because  I  knew  practical¬ 
ly  nothing  of  the  teachings  of  that  de¬ 
nomination. 

When  I  was  converted  in  the  northern 
part  of  Kentucky,  I  studied  my  Bible, 
church  history  and  the  doctrines  sf 
various  groups,  and  with  my  eyes  and 
understanding  opened,  I  presented  my¬ 
self  for  membership  in  a  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Church.  Aa  I  have  had  occasion  to 
study  further  through  the  years,  I  have 
become  more  and  more  convinced  that 
my  position  is  logical.  Scriptural,  and  not 
the  position  of  a  blind  man. 

Yet  I  have  been  called  a  “bigot”  be¬ 
cause  I  have  a  very  firm  conviction  re¬ 
garding  my  beliefs,  which  coincide  with 
the  generally  accepted  doctrines  of  our 
denomination.  Taking  another  part  of 
Webster’s  definition  of  a  bigot,  I  find 
“any  belief  differing  from" his  own  as 
unreasonable”  la  one  of  the  character¬ 
istics  of  a  “bigot.”  Naturally  I  reject 
those  teachmgs  for  which  I  can  find  no 
Scriputral  teaching,  as  unreasonable 
That  is  simple  logic  If  one  thing  is  right, 
then  anything  opposite  is  wrong:  For 
example:  If  I  accept  .(and  I  do)  the 
teachings  of  Eph.  2:8,  8,  plainly  pro¬ 
claiming  salvation  by  grace  alone,  I 
must  naturally  and  logically  reject  any 
other  teaching  about  salvation,  such  as 
salvation  by  works,  or  salvation  by  grace 
and  works.  There  is  bat  one  way  of  sal¬ 
vation.  and  the  Word  is  as  clear  aa  cry¬ 
stal  in  the  letter  to  the  Ephesians. 

Again,  If  I  accept  the  teaching  of  jus¬ 
tification  by  faith,  and  faith  only,  aa 
pi  a  My  taught  in  Rom.  2:28-28,  then  I 
must  say  with  Paul,  “Where  then  is 
boasting,  then?  It  is  excluded.  By  what 
law?  of  works?  Nay,  bat  by  the  law  of 
faith.” 

I  believe  in  a  local,  visible  church,  a 
particular  congregation,  as  Dr.  B.  H. 
Carroll  describes  it,  hence  I  must  reject 
any  teaching  of  an  invisible,  universal, 
or  branch  theory  church  And  there  M 
sufficient  Scripture  to  prove  the  first 
statement  at  my  belief,  with  absolutely 
no  mention  of  aa  invisible,  universal 
church.  So  I  become  a  bigot 

I  believe  in  the  plenary  inspiration  at 
the  Scriptures,  hence  I  reject  any  doc¬ 
trine  (?)  that  denies  such  teaching.  Is 
that  bigotry?  Then  I’m  guilty. 

Perhaps  I  should  bow  my  head  with 
shame  as  I  stand  convicted  of  bigotry, 
and  I  would,  were  It  not  for  the  fact 
that  if  the  same  definition  is  applied  to 
my  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  or  to  Paul,  or  any 


their  pastors  and  they 
should  expect  a  report. 

The  State  Convention  each  year 
is  one  of  the  most  important 
events  in  the  life  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation  and  it  is  well  for  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  churches  to  keep 
informed  of  what  is  done. 

Further  the  Convention  is  com¬ 
posed  of  messengers  from  the 
nous  churches  and  the  churches 
•re  thereby  deeply  concerned  with 
•11  denominational  developments.

Webster  defines  a  bigot  as:  ”A  per¬ 
son  who  regards  his  own  faith  and 
views  in  matters  of  religion  as  un¬ 
questionably  right  and  any  belief  differ¬ 
ing  from  them  as  unreasonable— a  per¬ 
son  obstinately  and  blindly  devoted  to 
his  church  ”

Because  we  refuse 
to  enter  this  group  and  submerge  our  dis¬ 
tinctive  doctrines,  belief  and  polity,  or 
compromise  our  stand  with  regard  to  the 
doctrine  of  grace,  we  are  branded  as 
“bigots.”

definition,  I  am  afraid  that  I  must  con¬ 
fess  to  being  a  “bigot.”  But  I  am  not
